1. The Question Is Christ. 
Why? Because by Prophecy 
Christ Was Promised and Pic- 
tured Centuries Before His 
Birth as No Other Man. 
Seven and a half centuries be- 
fore Christ, Isaiah declared, ‘“‘Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive, and 
bear a son, and shall call his name 


Immanuel” (Isa. 7:14). Immanuel 
means “God with us.” Seventy- 
five decades rolled away and 


Isaiah's prophecy remained unful- 
filled. But when the fulness of 
time was come, God sent forth 
His Son, virgin-born. He was 
Jesus, our Immanuel, “God with 
us.” 

Fourteen hundred and _ fifty 
years before Christ, Moses prom- 
ised, “The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a Prophet from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, 
like unto me; unto him ye shall 
hearken ... And the Lord said... 
And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto 
my words which he shall speak in 
my name, I will require it of him” 


(Deut. 18:15. 17, 19). And when

called Judas Iscariot, went unto

The word “traitor” is an ugly one; it grates on the ears 


of upright people. 


It suggests something more than weak- 


ness; it pictures unreliability, it predicates treachery, it pro- 
phesies viciousness: traitor—makes one shudder! 


Our world is becoming increas- 
igly a place of national and in- 
dividual traitorousness. In recent 
years traitors have dominated 
much of the world. Hitler and 
his Quislings, Japan and her sa- 
tellites made the world a mad- 
house through their unspeakable 
treachery and viciousness. 

The end of the war apparently 


has not ended the disease: trait- 
ory is abroad in the postwar 
world. Millions are alarmed and 


are wondering: are the things for 
which our nation sacrificed and 
our boys fought and died to be 
bypassed because selfish traitory 
is operative? What is the mean- 
ing of conditions as they prevail 
teday in Burope -and-it?-our- own 
land? 

As this is being written, reports 
from the London Council of For- 
eign Ministers tell of the viola- 
tion of solemn promises and the 
complete sidestepping of those 
freedoms which were so promin- 
ently presented as the ideal for 
which we raised our tremendous 
armies and provided the instru- 
ments of war for the United Na- 
tions,

And 
he shall be like a tree planted by the rivers of water, that 
bringeth forth his fruit in his season; his leaf also shall ‘not 


wither; and whatsoever he

Mote this remarkabie promise. 
I wish you would make note in 
your Bible, and make a vow in 
your mind and heart that this is 
one promise you are going to live 
by and claim. That Scripture 
says of the one who meditates 
day and night in the Word of 
God that everything he puts his 
hand to will be blessed. [If you 
“meditate day and night in the 
Word of God you will be like a 
tree planted bm the rivers‘ of

doeth shall prosper.”—Psa. 


Word of God-—everything he does 
shall prosper.

I. The Bible—a Living 
Miracle 

There are two departments in 
this message this morning. First 
of all, let us think a bit about 
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the miracle Book, the Bible. “I 
have heard that before,” you say. 
I know you have, but you don't 
know all there is about it. Let 
us pray God to help us take it 
into our hearts. Suppose we start 
with the foundation passage on 
inspiration. You preacher boys 
will be interested in inspiration 
The greatest book ever written 
on inspiration of the Bible is 
Theopneustia or The Plenary In- 
spiration of the Bible, by Gaus- 
sen, a Swiss theologian. It is 
about two hundred years old, but 
nothing has ever excelled it, in 
my judgment. It is published in 
America by Moody Press at $1.50. 
All About the Bible, by Sidney 
Collett is much simpler but is 
thorough and educational for. the 
usual student. It is published by 
Fleming Revell at $2.00. 


1. God Gave Both Thought and 
Words of Bible.—1 Cor. 2:13, 


Now turn to I Corinthians 2, 
verse 12: “Now we have received 
{Paul said, ‘This is the way I 
preach and write; this is the way 
I get my messages’}] not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit 
which is of God; that we might 
know the things that are freely 
given to us of God. [God has 
given us His Spirit so we may 
know the things of God.} Which 
things also we speak, not in the 
words which man’s wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth; comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual.” 

Somebody says, "I believe in 
the inspiration of the thought but 
not of the words.” Really, no- 
body can ever express a thought 
until he gets some words. Words 
go with thought. How can you 


have written music without 
notes? How can you have arith- 
metic without figures? Or 


thoughts without words? “Which 
things also we speak, not in the 
words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth.” ‘I give you divine in- 
spiration,’ Paul says, “not in the 
words which man’s wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost 


teacheth; comparing - spiritual 
things with spiritual.” The Re- 
vised Version says, “Comparing 


spiritua] things [matter, content] 
with spiritual words.” God gives 
beth the content and the words 
of the Bible. That is great doc- 
trine often repeated in the Bible, 
that the Holy Spirit gives the 
material in the Bible, in miracu- 
lously given words. Of course 
He speaks of the original manu- 
scripts. 

As we read a few of the pas- 
Sages prayerfully, let us see if 
they will help to settle that. 

2 God Put His Own Words 
in Isaiah’s Mouth.—Isa. 51:16. 

Isaiah 51:16: “And I have. put 
my words in thy mouth.” # That 
is said of Isaiah but more explic- 
itly for the nation Israel from 
whom came the Bible. I remem- 
ber Dr. I. M. Haldeman, pastor of 
the great First Baptist Church 
of New York City, with his own 
trembling hand wrote me com- 
menting on this verse, teaching 
the verbal inspiration of the Bi- 
ble. 

%. God Twice Gave the Very 
Words of Jeremiah,—Jer, 30:1, 2, 
der. 36: 32. 

Jeremiah’s prophecy was writ- 
ten by word for word inspiration. 
Jeremiah 30:1, 2 says, “The 
word that came to Jeremiah from 
the Lord, saying, Thus speaketh 
the Lord God of Israel, saying, 
Write thee all the words that I 
have spoken unto thee in a book.” 
God gave the words. And now 
verse 4. “And these are the 
words that the Lord spake con- 
cerning Israel and concerning 
Judah.” Well, the king had that 
manuscript destroyed. What hap- 
pened then? Read Jeremiah 36: 
27, 28: “Then the word of the 
Lord came to Jeremiah, after 
that the king had burned the roll, 
and the words which Baruch 
wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, 
Saying, Take thee again another 
roll, and write in it all the former 
words [not the thought, not the 
content, not general matter, but 
the exact words] that were in the 
first roll, which Jehoiakim the 
king of Judah hath burned. Now. 
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University Founder Gives His Views 


Bob Jones Outlines Policy as

(Last of a series of articles 
on Greenville’s unique new 
school, Bob Jones University). 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C. — There 
are people who can’t believe Bob 
Jones University, can’t understand 
how it built its big plant, nor see 
why it draws its 2,600 students 
from all over the world. Founder 
Bob Jones Sr. has an explanation 
for it all. 

“The average person around here 
still has the country idea of God. 
You can’t get away from that. You 
talk to him and you'll find that he 
knows there’s a God, believes there 
is a Heaven, and is afraid there's 
a Hell. Those people are for us.” 


He has found people like that 
all over the country. 

Bob Jones doesn’t want stu- 
dents “who can’t stand the re- 
ligious atmosphere here,” and 
its Founder is emphatic in say- 
ing, “I’ve got a right to run a 
school for bowlegged people if 
I want to. We just happen to 
want a real Christian college— 
and you’d be surprised how 
many young people all over 
the country want to come to 
us. This overflow we have, 
turning. away thousands of 
students, has nothing te do 
with post-war conditions. 
We've been turning ‘em away 
for years.” 

Both Dr. Jones and President 
Bob Junior, his son, firmly be- 
lieve that they have no competi- 
tors, that there’s no school like 
theirs anywhere under the sun. 
They're probably right. Evidence: 
among the 2,600 students gathered 
from everywhere are 40 from Los 
Angeles, most of them here be- 
cause they hearg Bob Jones offered 
the best in speech training; many 
of them thought they wanted to 
enter the movies. The minister of 
one of Los’ Angeles’ biggest 
churches had a troublesome son 
who was headed for Hollywood 
against his father’s wishes, and 
sent him here under the pretext 
of giving him a good education in 
public speech. The boy is now 27, 
and a touring evangelist drawing 
big crowds all over the country. 

Started Preaching At 15 
Bob Jones the elder is 64. He 

was raised in rural Alabama. “I 
chewed gum off half the pine trees 
in Alabama. I was baptized in a 
eountry creek (my Daddy was a 
Methodist) because my Mother 
was a Baptist, and said she'd 
rather see me immersed by a 
Methodist preacher than not at 
all. I’ve been preaching all my 
life. When I was fifteen I set up 
a brush arbor and started in. I 
never quit until I started in this 
college business; I’ve never been 
happier in my life. I’m a horse 
trader, myself. That’s the way 
we've been able to build this big 
school. We'll never have trouble 
getting money or Students, any 
time. If the time ever comes when 
we need students I'll just tell our 
600 preachers to send us one 
apiece. I think we'll have 10,000 
students here before too long.” 

When ‘the University 
planned to come here there 
were some protests (Dr. Bob 
calls them “whisperings’’). 
Some saig the college was not 
accredited, and therefore un- 
desirable. Dr. Jones points to 
a record of 100 per cent ac- 
ceptance ef his graduates, and 
approval of the State of Ten- 
nessee, whence the University 
has just moved. Some liberal 
churchmen, including a prom- 
inent Charlotte clergyman, op- 
posed the school on the ground

of its fundamentalism. They 

were not successful. | 

“I’ve got a thick hide,”” Bob Sen- 
ior says. ‘You have to have, to go 
out preaching like I have, and get- 
ting in those fights, prohibition 
and all the rest. They've tried to 
squelch me, like they squelched the 
old Bryan University, but I don’t 
squelch. I’m a progressive in pol- 
itics; Bibb Graves was one of my 
best friends’) down in Alabama. 
But I'm not a progressive in re- 
ligion. We don’t have overly-pious 
fanatics. But we believe that what 
the Bible says is true.” 

They Have To Work 

Bob Jones keeps its students 
hustling, too. It won't permit 
lagging in classes; all have to 
make good progress, if for nothing 
else but the sake of their charac- 
ter. Students can take graduate 
study in religion or fine arts, Last 
year the first Ph.D. was awarded. 

Scoffers find ready answers at 
Bob Jones. Those who shrug off 
the school as an unaccredited min- 
isterial school miss the mark. Min- 
isters do come out of it in droves, 
but there is a wide variety of pur- 
suits among its graduates. In the 
depths of the depression, when col- 
lege graduates were a dime a 
dozen, and many of them were 
unemployed, Bob Jones Sr. offered 
$1,000 to anyone who could find a 
Jones graduate out of a job, unless 
he were ill. No one claimed the 
money. 

The Jones philosophy goes 
something like this: “Bob 
Jones teaches people how to 
live. That is the greatest 
lesson in the world. We teach 
sciences. We teach iitera- 
ture. We teach history. We 
teach all the academic 
subjects. But we teach 
students how to live . .. Some 
of the biggest ‘nuts’ I ever met 
in my life were doctors of 
philosophy ... There is some- 
thing wrong with the present 
system of education. When 
the scholars were making the 
greatest effort ever made on 
earth to teach people how te 
make a living there were more 
college and university gradu- 
ates out of work than at any 
time in the history of the 
country ... I have never yet 
found a man who knew how to 
live who ever had any trouble 
making a living. If you will 
learn how to live you can 
make a living.” 

His students reflect that philoso- 
phy. They seem to accept the 
miraculous erection of this campus 


‘in little more than a year casually. 
‘| Their attitude is quite unlike that 


of most college students. There 
is a mature confidence and a kind 
of militant serenity about most of 
them. A good many of them do

work around the campus, and all 
of them .face big audiences in 
speech courses which are manda- 
tory. To them Bob Jones Sr. says 
things like this in his chapel talke: 

“We don’t tolerate in Bob Jones 
University slovenly worl in the 
classroom. You can’t skim over the 
job here and get away with it. We 
want you to study hard and do a 
good job not just what you are 
going to learn in books. We want 
you to build your character by that 
effort. If you haven't taken some 
subject in college that you hate, I 
am tempted to hate you. Any stu- 
dent who comes to a college like 
this and doesn’t take something he 
despises has no business in college. 
If you like music, take music. W 
you hate mathematics, take 
mathematics. Offset one with the 


other. Build character. Learn 
how to live!” 
Character And Brains 


But in the next moment he will 
be committing what most academi- 
cians would consider an outrage, 
by overriding his deans, and allow- 
ing Students who are a little slow 
to stay in school for as long as 
two years without matriculating 
—arguing that intelligence is lesp 
important than character. He wi 
say: “You can go out and borrow 
brains anywhere. Lots of men 
have done that; if they don't know 
something, they can find some- 
body who does. But you can® 
borrow character.” 

Often, when trying to pick 
students from the overflowing 
application lists, Bob Jones 
will skip students who have 
made all A’s in high school 
and take a less accomplished 
student, who aspires to be @ 
missionary or some such. And 
they say they will take an ap- 
plication for a boy needing & 
scholarship as quickly as one 
offering to pay the full price. 
Nowadays, in fact, Jones has 
a hard time filling its scholar 
ships; there’s too much money 
around,

Bob Jones students hear plenty 
of talk like that, and they seem 
enjoy it. If the rules here seem 
like prison regulations to most 
coHege youngsters accustomed te 
free and easy campus life, pe | 
don’t seem to vex the boys 
girls here. However one regards 
the rise of religious fundamentad- 
ism, its followers here are viria, 
busy, and accomplishing some 
miracles.

5& God Threatens Plagues On

Heaven.—RKey. 22:18, 19. 


There is much more like that. 
But turn to Revelation, the iasi 
chapter in the Bible, verses 135, 
19: “For I testify unio every 
man that heareth the words ot 
the prophecy of this book, I 
any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are writien in 
this book: [not the general mat- 
ter, not even just the thought, 
but the very words] And if any 
man shail take away from the 
word of the book of this prophecy 
God shall take away his part out 
of the book of life, and out of 
the holy cily, and from tne things 
which are written in this boox 
Don't add even to the words. The 
words themselves are holy words. 

6. The Bible a Living, Miracle 
Working Book. 

This is a miracle Book. 

Did: you ‘know that God 
the same lJanguage about the .Bi- 
ble and about His Son? When 
you think: of it, the very word 
“Word” is used for both. The 
Bible speaks of Jesus as_ the 
Word of God. He is the logos. 
He is the Word of God. In other 
words, He is. God revealed. Ex- 
actly the same term is used about 
the Bible. It is the Word of God, it 
is God revealed. That is the reason 
that in Hebrews 4:12 the Scrip- 


uses 


ture says: “For the word of God 
is quick, and powerful.” That 
means alive. It is living. An 


idol is not alive. Other books 
are not alive. They may have 
good in them, but no other book 
is a miracle, a living miracle. And 
it works miracles when people 
put it to use in their lives and in 


ihe lives of others. “For the 
word of God is quick, and power- 
ful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword.” 

Over in Jeremiah the Scripture 
says: “Is not my word like as a 
fire? saith the Lord; and like a 
hammer that breaketh the rock 
in pieces?” (Jer. 3:29). The 
words of the Bible are not ordi- 
nary words, not human words— 
they are living miracles of the 
power of God and every Christian 
should begin to magnify the word 
of God. Some enemies of the 
Bible talk about worship of 
the Bible and call it bibliotatry 
and say that people ought not 
worship the Word of God. The 
Bible itself has no such warning. 
Of course it is true we do not 
worship the Bible but worship 
the God of the Bible. But when 
Jesus said that we are to keep 
ihese sacredly, love them, abide 
in them, hide them in our heart, 
every honest Christian should 
most reverently, lovingly, contin- 
ually meditate in these words, the 
Book of God, the Bible. 


Il. What the Bible Will Do 
for the Christian 
Now I want to show you some 
things the Word of God itself is 
to a Christian, 


il. The Way to an Overcom- 
ing, Victorious Life. 

First of all, the Bible is the 
way to live a good life. A young 
man came to me this week 
and said, “I have tried to live 
right. I went to the altar and 
asked God to forgive me in sin- 


did. 
few 


cere repentance. I believe He 
I felt all right. But in a 
weeks I fell into terrible sin 
again.” And he told me how he 
repeated the same thing. I said, 
“Don't talk about. getting right 


with God without getting your 
life patterned after the Bible. Of 
course in a sense one already 


converted, one already born again 
can go back to be right with God 
instantly by honest confession 
that involves repentance, as Il 
Jno. 1:9 shows. You can have 
fellowship restored, but you are 
not right when your life isn't 
right, and your life isn’t right 
when you are not adjusted to the 
Word of God ,to live by the Bi- 
ble. You can pray but you will 
not have power to live right until 
you set out to learn the Word of 
God and meditate and live by the 
Word of God.” 

In Psalm 119:9 this comes up 
very plainly: “Wherewithal shall 
a young man cleanse his way? by 
taking heed thereto according to 
thy word.” How can you clean 
up your life? Set out to learn 
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the Bible. I set that young man 
to reading Proverbs. I asxed 
him to read several chapters a 
day and read them slowly; to 
pray about it and ask the Holy 
Spirit to help him understand it 
and let the proverbs of God clean 
up his life. “Wherewithal shall 
a young man cleanse his way? by 
taking heed thereto according to 
thy word.” The word of God 
helps us to clean up our lives 
and helps us to live holy lives. 


In the same chapter the Scrip- 


ture says, “Thy word have I hid 
in mine heart, that I might not 
Sin against thee’ (Ps. 119:11). 
Do you want to be able to con- 
quer sin which so easily besets 
you? Do you want day by day 
to come out victorious over temp- 
tation? Then set out to fill your 
mind with the Word of God. Mem- 
orize and meditate on much of 
the Word of God. Then you can 
have victory every day. But you 
can't have permanent victory, 
victory day by day, without medi- 
tating on the Word of God. 

A man came to my hotel room 
this morning with the same prob- 
lem-—ldst fellowship. You can get 
down here on your knees and tell 
God you are sorry, and you 
might have relief and God not 
hold it against you, but there 
isn't victory until you grow your 
victory with the Word of God 
day by day. Plant the word in 
your life and let it bring forth 
fruit. It will sanctify your life. 
Jesus, praying in His high priest- 
ly prayer, prayed, ‘“‘Sanctify them 
through thy word: thy word is 
truth” (John 17H7). If you live 
a holy life, then it has ‘o be day 
by day based on the Word of 
God and wrought out by the 
Word of God in this life. Don’t 
you see how necessary it is to 
love the Word? 

“Oh, but I am 
word in my class in Bible,” you 
say. I am not talking about 
that. Education is proper and 
good, but I am talking about your 
own quiet devotional life, when 
the Word of God is sweet, when 
you chew it, when you meditate 
on it and it molds you and shows 
you your failures and you confess 
them and get on good ground 
with God every day, afresh, by 


learning the 


the Word of God. You can’t 
pray right without it. You can’t 
live right without it. It is the 


way to conquer sin. 

2. Living In the Word the Only 
Way to Have Answered Prayer. 

Somebody writes to me and 
says, ‘Brother Rice, please pray 
the prayer of faith for me. One 
woman wrote, a preacher’s wife: 
“Please pray that my husband 
may get $10,000. Then,” ashe 
said, ‘he could go through college 
and buy a car and he would not 
have to fret so. I am sure you 
will pray with me about that.” 

I wrote back, “I don’t suppose 


God wants you to have $10,000. 


I would pray for the Lord to give 
you $10 but I am not going to 
pray for God to ruin any preache: 
by giving him $10,000 at a whack, 
especially a young preacher.” 

Some people have an idea that 
faith is absolutely floating in the 
air and independent of any rela- 
tion to God’s Word. No! “Faiti 
cometh oy hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God” (Rom. 10:17(. 
When you find something God 
said in the Bible, then He will 
fulfil] that promise. If God tells 
you to ask for something, then 
you can ask for it with confi- 
dence, and you read in the Bible 
and find out what kind of things 
to pray for. 


There is a lesson in John 15:7: 
“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what 
ye will, and it shall be done unto 
you.” Now isn’t it too bad He 
put that in there? “If I abide 
in Christ, love Him. have sweet 
fellowship with Him, then can't 
I have the things I need, without 
the Bible?” you ask. No! You 
haven't revealed the wili of God 
to know what to pray for. There 
is no logical sensible basis for 
your faith. Not only must you 
want to know the will of God and 
do it, but you must know what 
He wants by the Word of God. 
Therefore, “if my words abide in 
you, ye Shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you.” 
The only way to have a victorious 
prayer life is by basing it on the 
Word of God. Abide in Christ 
and have His word abiding in 
you. 

Would you like to live on high 
ground, where every day you can 
get your prayers ,aanswered, where 
you can go to God with your 
need, get the answer, and go on 
your way rejoicing? Then set out 


to say, “Il am going to plow in 
and find everything the Word oi 
God says about it.” Meet God's 


conditions and God will give you 
faith and you can have an answer 
and everything you need, if you 
ask according to His Word. That 
is the secret of answered prayer. 

3. The Bible Gives Assurance 
of Salvation. 

This miracle Book—-what will it 
do for you when you live by it? 
First of all, there are many mat- 
ters that can be settled by the 
Word of God, where you do not 
need any specific and unusual 
leading of the Holy Spirit. So 
one may know by the Word of 
God whether he is saved. Some- 
times people pray, “Lord I want 
you to come and flood my soul 
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Page Three 
with the Holy Spirit and prove 
to me that I am saved. Let me 
see a sign so I can know I am 
saved. Let me have a _ vision. 
Overwhelm me so I can know I 
am saved.’ But that is not the 


way God has appointed for peo- 


pie to know they are saved. It is 
ail right to have the joy anu 
the 


witness of the Holy Spirit. 
But the way to know you are 
saved is to go by the Word oi 
God. “Him that cometh to me | 
will in no wise cast out.” the 
Scripture says in John 6:37. You 


have salvation when you trus 
Him. Faith is based on the pla 
promise in the Word. Now as- 


surance of salvation is to come 
by the Word of God and so 1 
would get some Scriptures and 
hide them in my heart, and every 
time the Devil comes I would slap 
him in the face with, “Thus saith 
the word of God.” You can know 
you are saved by the Word of 
God. “If we receive the witness 
of men, the witness of God is 
greater” (I John 5:9). When 
you come to God, then He does 
not cast you out. If you believe 
in Him, trust Him, depend on 
Him, then you have everlasting 
life, as He plainly promises in 
John 3:36, John 5:24 and else- 
where. 

4. The 
Guidance. 

Another thing the

Bible: the Secret of 
Bible does 
is giving daily guidance. 
Suppose some Christian girl 
prays, “O God, show me whether 
[ ought to marry this lost boy or 
not. I know he is a drunkard 
Lord, but I love hims and his hai:

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is waved so pretty.” You need 
not waste your. breath. Why not 
tiffn over in the Bible, in II Cor- 
intbians 6:14 and you won't have 
to pray.any more about that. 
God said, “Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers 
for what fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness: 
and what communion hath light 
with darkness?” Why waste your 
God has 


time praying when 
already told you what to do? A 
Jjarge per cent of your praying 


for guidance where you do not get 
an answer is because you won't 
take what God ‘has already giyen 
in the Bible . The Holy Spirit 
that wrote the Bible is the same 
Holy Spirit you have to depend 
on for guidance now, and you in- 
sult His written instructions and 
thet expect Him to give you Sse- 
cret instructions. The Holy Spirit 
has-an affinity for a-heart that 
lov@ and follows the Word. You 
can have the sweetest under- 
stapding, the clearest leading if 
you read and meditate and pray 
over the Word of God. You can 
hav@ guidance that way. If there 
is @#omething about the Bible 
whgsh is not clear, the heart that 
takes all the help the Bible has on 
a question can get the rest of the 
leading needed by clear direction 
of the Holy Spirit. 

The wise men came from the 
East at the birth of Jesus. They 
followed the Word of God from 
ancient Babylon five hundred 
miles to Jerusalem, and they were 
at the end of their rope. The only 
part of Scripture they had was 
that in Daniel which foretold the 
coming of the Messiah 483 years 
Jater. (Dan. 9:25). They got 
to Jerusalem and inquired about 
Him who was to be born King of 
the Jews and they were told 
about Micah 5:2 which told that 
He was to be born in Bethlehem. 
You think they followed the star 


all the way from the East. But 
they didn’t. They didn’t see the 
Star again all the way from 
Babylon to Jerusalem. It didn’t 


lead them, but they followed the 
Word of God. The Scripture 


pointed them to Bethlehem. After 
they started following, God sent 
His vindication and leading of 
the Spirit by the star over Beth- 
lehem, after they followed the 
Word of God as far as they could. 


5. The Word of God Indispen- 
sible in Soul-W inning. 


Here is another thing. Do you 
want to be a soul winner for God? 
Psalms 126:6 says: “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” You 
can go forth and weep your eyes 
out; you can go forth and quote 
poetry and the philosophers; you 
can have a magnetic personality, 
but if you do not learn to use 
the Word of God, then you won't 
get anybody saved. The _ Bible 
brings conviction. “The word of 
God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any twoedged 
sword.” (Heb. 4:12). It is the 
Word which is the sword of 
the Spirit, and it brings re- 
sults. It is the way to bring 
conviction where there is no con- 
viction. Where a man is not in- 
terested, plenty of Scripture will 
make him interested. Where a 
man has no sense of sin, the 
Scripture will show him his sin. 
There are plenty of Scriptures on 
sin. Where people have pervert- 
ed ideas, plenty of Scripture will 
correct them. The Word of God 
convicts people and they are sav- 
ed. Then you use the word to 
give them assurance of salvation. 
It is your tool not only for your 
own blessing but for your own 
ministry. 

God give us a heart to use this 
miracle Book, the Word of God.

8:24). 
Seven hundred years before 


Christ, Isaiah said of Him, “Surely 
he hath borne our griefs, and car- 
ried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of 
God ,and afflicted. But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:4-6). And thus Christ 
came and died, “The just for the 
unjust, that he might bring us to 
God” (I Pet. 3:18). “Who his 
own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes 
ye were healed. For ye were as 
sheep going astray” 1 Pet. 2:24, 
25). | 

Four hundred and eighty years 
before Christ, Zechariah wrote, 
“Behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee: he is just, and having salva- 
tion; lowly, and riding upon an 
ass, and upon a colt the foal of an 
ass” (Zech. 9:9). Five hundred 
years rolled away, and then Jesus 
rode into Jerusalem on a colt just 
as had been written of Him. 

David, hundred of years earlier, 
had foretold the very details of 
Christ’s crucifixion. Psalm 22:16 
says, “They pierced my hands and 
my feet.” How strange _ since 
crucifixion was not a Jewish 
method of execution. But thus 
Jesus died, crucified. David wrote, 
“They part my garments among 
them, and cast lots upon my ves- 
ture” (Psa. 22:18). And just so 
the soldiers gambled for the 
seamless robe of Jesus at the 
eross. David foretold the very 


deep, despairing cry of Christ on 
the cross, ‘“‘My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” (Psa. 
22:1). And these were the exact 
words Christ used on the cross. 
My unbelieving friend, explain 
these things if you can. 


2. The Question Is Christ. 
Why? Because He Lived as 
No Other Man Ever Lived. 

What words He spoke! Officers 
sent to arrest Jesus came back 
Saying, “Never man spake like this 
man” (John 7:46). It was true. 
He could shut the mouths of His 
enemies at will. Or He could 
sprinkle healing words like 
Heaven’s mercy-drops upon the 
heart of a despairing sinner. Jesus’ 
enemies brought to Him a woman 
taken in adultery, thinking to trap 
or destroy Him or her, or both. 
Jesus said to them, “He that is 
without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her.” And 
they siunk away like unclean 
dogs. Jesus said to her, “Woman, 
hath no man condemned thee? 
She said, No man, Lord. And 
Jesus said unto her, Neither do I 
condemn thee: go, and sin no 
more” (John 8:10, 11). 


There was no guile, no deceit in 
Jesus’ words. He spoke to the 
heart. He spoke truth without 
mixture. His words poured forth 
like ointment from the silver 
chalice of His holy life. 

Look at His works. 
the marvel of the ages. Matchless 
in simplicity, unparalleled’ in 
grandeur! He touched death into 
life, and sorrow into joy. At last 
they said of Him in utter astonish- 
ment, “He hath done all things 
well. He maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak” 
(Mk. 7:37). 

And His poise. He moved across 
history’s stage without haste and 
without confusion. His life was 
all publie as though viewed under 
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glass. Yet His peerless poise 
never faltered, never varied. He 
never apologized. Paul the apostle 
was grand, yet Paul apologized. 
But Paul’s Master never did! Oh 
the poise of Jesus! 


Poise in the synagogue when 
first He read, “The spirit of the 
Lord is upon me... this day is 
this scripture fulfilled in your 
ears.”” And the eyes of all were 
fastened upon Him. 


Poise when His enemies hurled 
the unclean implication, “We be 
not born of fornication.” And 
Jesus said, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin? And if I say 
the truth, why do ye not believe 
me?” (John 8:46). 

Poise in the garden when armed 
foes came seeking His life. He 
said, “Whom seek ye? They 
answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. 
Jesus saith unto them, Iam he... 
As s00n then as he had said unto 
them, I am he, they went back- 
ward, and fell to the ground” 
(John 18:4-6). 


Poise on the cross (if we can 
force the word into such a setting) 
when the crucified thief alongside 
Christ cried, “Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom. And Jesus said unto him, 


Verily I say unto thee To day 
shalt thou be with-me in para- 
dise”’ (Luke 23: 42, 43). 

Poise — there was never 


another like Him. 

Think of His knowledge of the 
future. He clearly saw the cross 
from the _ first. When Jesus’ 
ministry began He said, “Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I 
will raise it up” And, “He 
spake of the temple of his body” 
(John 2:19, 21). Later He prophe- 
sied, “Behold, we go up to Jeru- 
salem: and the Son of man shall 
be betrayed unto the chief priests 
and unto the scribes, and they 
shall condemn him to death, And 
shall deliver him to the Gentiles 
to mock, and to scourge, and to 
crucify him: and the third day he 
shall rise again’ (Matt. 20:18, 19). 
Jesus foresaw every detail of what 
was to come. 

How perfectly certain of success 
was Jesus. At the first He said, 
“I will build my church; and the 


gates of hell shall not. prevail 
against it” (Matt, 16:18). Close 
to Calvary His confidence re- 


mained the same. “These things 
I have spoken unto you, that in 
me ye might have peace. In the 
world ye shall have tribulation: 
but be of good cheer; I have over- 
come the world” (John 16:33). 
Call up all the conquerors of the 
ages and you will not find one 
example of such splendid, merited 
self-confidence. Napoleon was 
one of the mightiest. His imperial 
personality was such that for him 
thousands upon thousands of 
soldiers eagerly shed their blood. 
But the bubble burst. Came 
Waterloo. Napoleon was exiled to 
die. 

What did Jesus say as He saw 
the cross? Hear it, “I lay down 
my life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again” (John 
10:17, 18). And He did. Napoleon 
and Jesus. How different. 

8. The Question Is Christ. 
Why? Because He Died as 
No Other Man Ever Died 

In death Christ convinced 
enemies. Already demons had 
acknowledged Him as, “Jesus, 
thou Son of the most high God” 
(Mark 5:7). Already Judas who 
betrayed Him had been convinced, 
saying, “I have sinned in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood” 
(Matt. 27:4). Already Pontius 
Pilate had cried as he washed his 
guilty hands, “I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person” 
(Matt. 27:24). But now Christ 
is on the cross. His body hangs 
on hard spikes. Yet He still con- 
vinces men. The thief implores, 
“Lord, remember me.” And the 
wrongdoer becomes a worshipper. 
And the calloused Roman soldier 
when the ghastly act was over, 
turneg from the cross, greatly 
fearing, and said, “Truly this was 
the Son of God” (Matt. 27:54). 
My friends, no other man ever 
died like that. 

Dying, Jesus dealt with sin. John 
says, “And ye know that he was 
manifested to take away our sins; 
and in him i# no sin... For this 
purpose the Son of God was mani- 
fested, that he might destroy the 
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Some people think I am a 
good money raiser, but I am 
not and never have been.

works of the devil'’ (I John 3:5, 
8).

You must know 
Christ or face unprepared a bap- 
tism of horror like the world has 
never seen. 

Dr. John Kelman of England 
tells an incident that occurred 
while he was crossing the Atlantic 
by steamship.

We got to 
talking about social conditions in 
our great cities. He described the

Sad Lesson 


Whatever the end of Judas, his 
beginning had elements of nobil- 
ity. Jesus called him to be a 
disciple, and we cannot believe 
that Judas was picked for the 
part of an actor in a play or 
that he had to be the villain of 
the piece without any ability to 
play another part; for a while, at 
least, he was a normal characte! 

In his life we find the unfail- 
ing marks of a religious traitor 
In John 13:21 the Lord Jesus at 
the last passover feast was trou- 
bled in spirit and testified: “‘Ver- 
ily, verily, I say unto you, that 
ong of you shall betray me.’ Mat- 
thew 26:14-16 tells the story 
thus: “Then one of the twelve, 
called Judas Iscariot, went unto 
the chief priests and said unto 
them, What will ye give me, and 


I will deliver Him unto you? 
And they covenanted with him 
for thirty pieces of silver. And 


from that time he sought oppor- 
tunity to betray Him.” 


The story of Judas is a sad one 
but it should be considered be- 
cause it contains a warning sadly 
needed in our day. 


I. A Religious Traitor Is Usually 
One Who Joins the Church for 
Selfish Purposes 
Selfishness is one of the seri- 

eus sins of the race and one that 

brings on its saddest calamities. 

Qur nation gave a splendid dem- 

onstration of idealism during the 

fighting days of the war, Our 
leaders called us all to non-par- 
tisan and impartial participation 
in preparation for victory, but is 
political chicanery abroad again? 

Is there a Judas somewhere sell- 

ing the best interests of _ the 

American people for a _ political 

thirty pieces of silver? Wher- 

ever there is gross selfishness 
there is traitory—-and a Judas. 


What shall we say about the 
conditions at home as our boys 
come back, endeavoring to orient 
themselves to civilian life, long- 
ing above all things to become 
peaceable again, to kindle the 
hearthfires of home and church 
and community, only to find un- 
precedented strikes abroad in the 
land and both capital and labor 
apparently betraying the right of 
men to live and work and pursue 
legitimate happiness? 


Judas showed his selfishness on 
geveral occasions. He joined the 
little company of disciples and be- 
came their treasurer. That posi- 
tion did not please him, however, 
because. Jesus was a poor man: 
His followers had little money and 
the treasurer’s bag which he 
held probably never contained 
more than a few dollars. This is 
illustrated by the fact that Jesus 
once asked Philip, “Whence shall 
we buy bread that these may 
eat?’ and Philip said that two 
hundred penny-worth of bread 
would provide scarcely a morsel 
for the multitudes. It is obvious 
that the disciples had so little 
money they could not think of 
buying much; therefore Judas, who 
had dreamed at the beginning of 
@ great and growing religious 
goncern with a treasury of per- 
haps millions of dollars, was sad- 
ly disappointed. 

He was interested in the sec- 
endary things connected with Je- 
@us, dreaming of a material king- 
dom which would bring substan- 
tial profit to him and those asso- 
ciated with him. That seems to 
be clearly presented to us in the 
twelfth chapter of John’s Gospel, 
where we read that while Jesus 
was at the home of Mary and 
Martha and Lazarus for supper 
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Mary “took a pound of ointment, 
of spikenard, very costly, and 
anointed the feet of Jesus and 
wiped his feet with her hair; and 
the house was filled with the 


odour of the ointment, Then 
saith one of His disciples, Judas 
Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 


should betray Him, Why was not 
this ointment sold for three hun- 


dred pence, and given to the 
poor? This he said not that he 
cared for the poor but because 
he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare what was put therein.” 

Oh the selfishness, the stupid- 
ity é6f all traitorousness. When it 
gets into the church it wrecks it; 
when it is operative in the nation 
it destroys all decency; wherever 
you find it, it is a plague. 

Using the Church 

Especially let us keep this 
worldly spirit out of the church. 
In many communities the church 
and its membership are used for 
social and commercial aggran- 
dizement. When I was pastor in 
smaller communities there were 
scores of occasions when families 
would come into the business life 
of the place and every church 
would endeavor to get them into 
its membership. Ofttimes these 
people would “shop around” to 
find where the most socially de- 
sirable people were or where the 
crowd that could furnish the best 
business advantage attended, and 
they joined that church-——-to the 
great delight of the pastor and 
members, 

Personally I do not care for 
people who come to the church to 
“get” rather than to give their 
lives to the world through its min- 


istries. It is the spirit of Judas 
Iscariot. You can never count 
on the individual who joins the 


church for selfish purposes, for 
the spirit of traitory is with him 
and this spirit must be crushed 
out over our nation in order that 
there be Christian freedom, hon- 
esty and happiness in these Unit- 
ed States, 
if, A Religious Traitor Is One 

Who Is Willing to “Sell Out” 

the Cause In the Time of Crises. 

Judas possessed probably the 
keenest mind of all the disciples. 
He seems to have seen long be- 
fore the others that what appear- 
ed to be Jesus’ dream of a world- 
wide kingdom of heaven upon 
earth was going to pieces. You 
will remember that Christ’s cause 
had a brief period of tremendous 
popularity, especially about the 
time He fed the five thousand. 
He swept everything before Him. 
Then came His rebuke of the mul- 
titudes: “Labor not for the meat 
which perisheth, but for the meat 
which endureth unto everlasting 
life.” The multitude murmured, 
“This is a hard saying; who can 
know it?” ang many from that 
time forth went back and walked 
no more with’-Him. ‘The crowds 
in Galilee faded away and His 
popularity vanished like the mists 
of the morning. 

Christ then went down into 
Samaria and Judea and had an- 
other brief period of popularity, 
but it too vanished under the stern 
condemnation which the Son of 
God uttered against the sin and 
selfishness of the people. 

Judas studied all this with the 
keen eye of the Judean and saw 
that from his point of view there 
was something wrong with the 
picture. One can almost hear him 
saying, “Oh, oh, He’s killed Him- 
self now! What's the matter with 
that fellow? He was going strong, 
putting Himself over — and now 
He has to attack the people’s 
morals. He ought to know that 
won't go with the crowd.” 

Iscariot’s Cue 


Judas saw the multitudes turn 
their back upon the Son of God 
and, in the light of the setting sun, 
walk deliberately away from the 
movement that had every appear- 
ance of conquering the world by 
the power of the Master. He saw 
the popularity of Christ wane 
until only a handful of disciples 
were left. He saw the enmity grow 
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by leaps and bounds, led by the 
Pharisees and the priests, and he 
knew that calamity was in the off- 
ing. He heard Jesus condemn the 
Pharisees and the Sadducees, call- 
ing them whited sepulchers and 
blind leaders of the blind; children 
of the devil, who would never en- 
ter the kingdom. He heard them 
called proselyters who made their 
converts many-fold more children 
of hell than themselves. He saw 
into the

I can imagine that on occasion 
he lingered near a group that 
hated Christ to hear their con- 
version and discovered that they 
were only biding their time until 
they could take Him by stealth 
and put Him to death. All seemed 
afraid of one thing: the wrath of 
the people. If only once they could 
find Him alone! Judas got his 
cue from that. He knew where 
they could find Him alone and he 
would lead them there. He would 
turn the Christ over to His enemies 
without the fear of the people, for 
they wouldn't be present. He 
knew that the Garden of Olives 
was the trysting place and re- 
solved to sell his Lorg to His 
enemies and get what he could 
out of the fastcrashing cause! 

So we turn to the twenty-second 
chapter of Luke’s Gospel and read 
of the agony in the garden, of the 
sleeping disciples -——- then the sud- 
den drama of the situation when 
a multitude led by Judas appeared 
in the shadows. The traitor draws 
near to Jesus and kisses Him. 
Jesus says unto him, ‘“Betrayest 
thou the Son of man with a kiss?” 
and the Son of man is led off by 
the soldiers to the mockery of a 
trial, scourging and crucifixion. 


Don’t Do It! 


It is significant that Jesus had 
tried to save Judas from his awful 
deed during the last passover meal 
and had dipped the sop in the 
dish with Judas — an unfailing 
sign, so oriental scholars tell us, 
of friendship and hospitality. It 
is ag though Jesus had said: “I 
know what is in your heart. I 
know what you are about to do. 
You think I am a fool and that the 
kingdom is going to pieces — but 
don’t do this thing, Judas. I am 
your friend. I cannot tell you 
all of the things that you need to 
know — you are not ready to re- 
ceive them-—— but here is_ the 
oriental sign. I do not hate you. 


‘There is yet opportunity for re- 


covery. I dip in the sop with you 
as an act of friendship. Save 
yourself from this untoward 
In hardness of heart, 
however, Judas left the table and 
went out to betray his Lord, and 
the Word of God says “It was 
night”! We see therefore how 
Judas’ treachery was double-dyed; 
it was a willful, uncompromising 
betrayal of his Lord, 


All this is illustrative of a 
modern problem in the church, for 
today whose sections of it have 
compromised Christ, That's one 
of the things wrong in the world. 
There is little true witness, little 
stand for righteousness or for 
morality. An outstandtng pastor 
in a city not far from New York 
told me recently how he had con- 
demned hypocrisy in his church. 
He said, “If we are going to be 
Christians, let us be Christians; 
if not, let us not be Christians.” 
He spoke of one of the cheap road- 
houses near at hand where the 
youth of the community were re- 
sorting ‘to drunkenness and de- 
bauchery, ending in deepest licen- 
tiousness. “Yet,” said he, “how 
can we fight these things while 
the churches of this community 
have everything which the road- 
house has except, probably, the 
bar — and we don’t seem to be 
far from getting to that at the 
present time.” 

Don’t tell me that Christ is not 
betrayed when the church has 
banished the Wednesday-night 
prayer meeting and has substi- 


‘tuted the Saturday-night dance. 


Don’t tell me that there is not the 
spirit of Judas when sin is con- 
doned and evil is applauded and 
the easiest way is followed. There 
is a species of cowardice in the

tif How Shall We Know a : 

Present-Day Religious Traitor? 

Let us be personal ang get down 
to particulars. I could name many 
but I shall use just three as being 
representative. 

First I would name the ration- 
alistic religious Modernist — es- 
pecially the minister who is a- wolf 
in sheep’s clothing, who pretends 
to be a representative of Christ 
but who denies His. deity, His 
miraculous life, His atoning death, 
His bodily resurrection and there- 
by, through introducing paganism 
into the church, shuts the people 
off from the knowledge of the 
true Christ and the salvation and 
blessing that comes through Him.. 


We have become too tolerant of - 
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this modernistic attitude. It has 
blighted every Protestant denom- 


ination today. Methodism has 
suffered till you can scarcely 
recognize the church of half a 


century ago.  Presbyterianism is 
fighting for its very life against 
these wolves in sheep's clothing, 
and our Baptist denomination has 
found it necessary to start another

The second illustration of a 
religious traitor is the indifferen, 
believer. I speak of the one who 
says he believes the Bible and all 
the essentials of the faith and yet 
who lives an indifferent Christian 
life —- prayerless, serviceless, per- 
functory in his church attendance, 
apathetic in support of the king- 


dom; giving a nod to God once 
in awhile in prayer, coming to the 
church service occasionally with 


a patronizing spirit, throwing a 
quarter or even a dollar on the 
collection plate with the air of one 
tipping a waiter for extra good 
service ... thereby satisfying his 
selfishness and pride. I speak of 
the one who lives with his fellow- 
men who are lost -— without God 
and without hope in the world - 
yet. never says a word in season 
to turn that neighbor from the 
error of his ways. That man is a 
traitor to Christ! who said, “Ye 
shall be witnesses to me. Let 
your light so shine before men that 
they may see your good works and 
glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” Listen, my friend, if you 
are an indifferent, careless-living 
professing Christian you are 4 
Judas and a traitor to the cause 
of. Christ. 

Imust speak also of the flagrant 
church member, the one who oc- 
cupies a place of privilege and 
responsibility but who betrays it 
with loose and carnal living, who 
sells out the things of the spirit 
for the pleasures of the flesh, who 


believes in a good-Lord, good- 
devil, milk-and-water sort of re- 
ligion and in a world that is 


falling toe pieces internationally, 
socially and industrially but bears 
no witness to the saving Gospel. 

Recently an outstanding edu- 
cator said, “A sense of failure has 
come to all of us. God has con- 
victed us of sin. We have been 
glibly saying for years that this 
is a lost world but the terrible 
truth of this statement has never 
been driven home to us. Now we 
know civilization for what it is: 
spiritually hollow, cruel,” blind — 
literally sliding toward hell. Un- 
less Christ’s Gospel is preached 
quickly, fearlessly, passionately, 
ours is a lost world; even now it 
may be too late.” 

In the midst of this kind of 
world it is no time for God's 
people to live morally loose lives. 
It is time for sternness. 


“Li fe is not as idle ore, 

But iron dug from central 
gloom; 

Heated hot in burning fears 
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Dipped in baths of hissing tears 


And battered with the shocks of

Even Henry L. Mencken, for- 
merly editor of the American 
Mercury, a cynical non-religionist, 
had sense enough to say as he 
charged theologians with their 
silence and indifference that this 
silence is one of the incredible 
phenomena of these dangerous 
days. He added, “All I desire to 
point out is that the New Testa- 
ment offers a precise and elaborate 
specification for the events preced- 
ing the inevitable eng of the world 
and that a fair reading of them 


must lead any rational man to 
conclude that these events are 
now upon us.” 

Think of it: unbelievers and 


sinners rebuking the professing

church of God! Truly we have a 
repetition of the Judas situation 
when the Pharisees rebuked Judas 
for his traitorousness. 


Reflecting Christ 


Let us note the other side of 
the picture and remember how our 
lives may be a reflection not of 
Judas and his treachery but of 
Christ and His love, 


Some years ago when I had 
a little cabin in the hills of Put- 
nam County in New York I came 
out one morning to look upon the 
tiny lake that mirrored the_glori- 
ous foliage of the autumntime. 
The scene was so beautiful that I 
was entranced by it. There was 
not a ripple to mar the surface of 
the water, and every gorgeous 
autumn tree with its gold and 
purple and crimson was mirrored 
perfectly in the lake ... the re- 
flection seemed as much reality 
as the woodland itself.
